To the Editor of The Theatrical Observer. 
Sin—Ir is perfectly true, what has frequently been remarked 
of the people of this country, that they are not a musical nor a 
theatrical people. In France, at least in Paris, where the national 
taste is centered, every one seems to think of nothing else but the 
amusemeuts of the theatre: and a Frenchman is always eloquent when 
he descants upon the subject. John Bull, too, can talk, occasionally, 
about “ the immortal bard,” and “ the admirable Garrick,” and “ the 
grand Siddons,” but let any one whilst John is iu the full career of a 
forced enthusiasm upon these topics, enquire ‘‘ the price of Stecks 
to-day ?”’ or whether “ the debates in the house last night were inter- 
esting,’ and he instantly drops his theatrical theme with a happy 
al \crity, and refers to these queries with all his heart and soul. Some 
may be inclined to deny this, and may ask, how can such immense 
theatrical establishments as exist in this metropolis be supported if 
the English are not a theatrical people?’ J reply, that our nationa! 
theatres are resorted to less from the impulse of taste than from a de- 
sire to giatify curiosity, or to consume a certain pertion of time in a 
varied situation of amusement. Proofs of this might be shewn in 2 
thousand instances, but none can better serve such purpose than the 
astonishing success of the fire-works, melo-dramas of the German 
school, which have continued a powerful source of attraction in the 
principal theatres, during the last ten or twelve months, whilst some 
of Shakspeare’s finest Plays, and eur best medern pieces, have been 
found insufficient to draw half an audience * and the energetic and ad- 
mirable acting of Macready, in William Tell, and of Young and 
Charles Kemble, in Brutus and Mare Antony, were almost entirely 
neglected for a sight of the Black Huntsman’s spells, and the Devil 
and Dr. Faustus. The smell of gunpowder and brimstone has be- 
come delightful to the olfactory nerves of an enlightened British pub- 
lic, and they are in ecstacies at the sight of hobgobiins, raw head 
and bloody-bones, imps in the air, and hell-fire exhibitions! Now 
and then, the houses are pretty well attended, should an actor who 
may have been rough-handled before a jury, appear on the boards, or 
an actress, who may have been conipelled to take the law against her 
quondam lovers—but here the taste is in any thing but theatrical— 
the object is to see how he or she will look and act in certain cha 
racters, which in any parts bear upon the flagrant circumstances of 
their cases. Good heavens ! what illuminated, chuckling countenanees 
shine and grin throughout the theatre, when the expected sentences of 
applicability drop from the lips of the distinguished halt-culprit per- 
formers! What shouting and clapping !—what rapturous “ bravoes,’ 
and witty ¢ulgarisms escape the tasteful throng! Really the reco!- 
lection is sickening, and so [have done jor the present with the 
theatrical taste of British audiences.
